To the inhabitants of the town of Plainfield:— 

In compliance with statute requirements we make 
our annual report. Out of mercy for the printer and tax- 
payer, we have concluded to reduce the volume of our ad-- 
visory comments below the usual space; and as the great- 
er portion of our advice contained in the last annual re- 
port still applies to the general condition of our schools, 
and was given you by the same individual officers, we 
would respectfully invite you to a re-perusal of the same, 
as a substitute for extended general comments at this 
time. | 
At the present writing, while the Legislature has un- 
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der advisement several measures affecting our school 
laws, we feel that any advice touching upon the subject 
of the continuance of the present “town system,’’so called, 
would be deemed superfluous. Regardless of what action 
may be taken in the premises by the General Court, we 
feel entirely safe in saying that the system has, on the 
whole, worked advantageously from the beginning; and, 
while having to start against the strong tide of popular 
disfavor, has gradually worked its way into favor to the 
extent that we are of the unanimous opinion that, 
should opportunity offer, any attempt to return to the old 
system, would be a grave mistake, and one which, if suc- 
cessful, would be greatly regretted by both parents and 
scholars, and a step backward. 

Our schools have grown steadily better in general 
tone, from the first, and, although we may not always be 
able to report quite as many weeks, we feel that our 
schools have been improved in other ways enough to 
more than compensate for the loss, if any, in this direc- 
tion. If we may be allowed to testify as experts in the 
case, knowing the situation in all its phases more inti- 
mately than the casual observer possibly can, we advise 
you to stand by the town system as we now find it, as 
connected with the free text-book system, and if you se- 
riously feel that we are mistaken, by all means take it up- 
on.yourselves to visit your schools and carefully sift the 
matter, and determine for yourselves, 

We have expended for the books and supplies since 
the beginning of the winter terms in the fall of 1880, 
about $300, a sum which, standing by itself may seem 
large, is really considerably under what would have been 
paid by individuals covering the same time, and we know 
that classes have been much better supplied than formerly. 

In conclusion we say briefly, watch your schools; 
keep the management of your School Board guarded by 
constant and close scrutiny; do not become lukewarm in 


PAL 
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the matter of attending school meeting; do not lock up 
your wallets and take to the woods whenever you learn 
that an article has been inserted in the warrant to raise 
additional school money. Wage incessant warfare 
against the ever-present illiteracy with which you are in 
constant contact, and feel that you are performing the 
most profound Christian duty that can fall to your lot.

sponsibilities resting upon us, and have endeavored to 
perform our duties as they came to us in accordance with 
that sentiment. Whatever of defect you may have dis- 
cerned in the performance of our labors please attribute 
to causes at work prior to our appearance upon earth. 
We have done the best we could with the limited natural 
resources with which we were endowed in the beginning. 

Again returning sincere thanks for past favors, we re- 
tire peaceably, and “bespeak a liberal patronage for the 
new firm.”
